These sales are to be handled under 
Treasury procurement, it may be announced, and transac- 
tions are to be carried on through dealers. 

All doubt in regard to the goods channeling through 
dealers was removed Thursday morning by Claytan in a 
conference with NADA representatives. He then said that 
it had always been his plan to sell automotive surpluses 
through dealers and that he never had understood that the 
Treasury department had any other plan for making sales. 
This statement by Administrator Clayton cleared up a 
somewhat muddled situation. At different times in the 
past, Procurement officials have advised representatives of 
NADA that (1) they expected to sell automotive units 
directly to consumers and by-pass dealers; (2) that they 
expected manufacturers to absorb most of the surplus 
goods; (3) that they would sell to dealers only. 

Immediately following clarification of the situation by 
Clayton, NADA representatives contacted Procurement 
and urged that sales through dealer channels be started at 
the earliest opportunity. No details are yet available, it 
was stated, but in all likelihood arrangements will be 
worked out so that dealers in the territories surrounding 
Procurement stations in different parts of the country will 
be permitted to deal with their local agencies.

But there is no 
organized volume sales of used trucks in violation 
of ceilings, for OPA has every facility for tracking 
them down and obtaining convictions.’ 

In effect, so declared Shad Polier, OPA enforcement 
chief for fuel and consumer goods, according to a 
Washington newspaperman.

Romney warned, however, that the report must be 
implemented by legislation and needed administrative 
machinery if it is to bring “quick action on the first prob- 
lem of reconversion.”’

Confirming previous indications that 
an increased amount of material 
would be allotted to manufacturers 
of replacement parts for the second 
quarter (AUTOMOTIVE NEws, Feb.

This is an increase 
of 47 percent over the 93,000 tons allotted for the first 
quarter, and represents a proportionate part of the entire 
increased tonnage allowed the Office of Civilian Require- 
ments, which represents 210,000 tons of steel for the sec- 
ond quarter as against 155,000 tons for the first quarter.

A community spotcheck indi- 
cates that Detroit has more avail- 
able womanpower than its indus- 
try can use although there is a 
shortage of men workers in certain 
essential industries. 


Victor Reuther, of the UAW, 
said that “there are thousands of 
women here walking the streets 
looking for work, and the situation 
shows no signs of improving.” 

Much of the difficulty, according 
to Edward L. Cushman, acting 
state director of WMC, is that men 
are holding jobs which could be 
done by women and are reluctant 
to transfer to heavier work. 


Curbs Obscure 
Auto Outlook, 
Hoffman Says 


SYRACUSE. — Government con- 
trols over materials, prices, labor, 
etc., are expected to continue until 
Japan surrenders unconditionally, 
and these controls make the out- 
look for the automobile business 
obscure, Paul G. Hoffman, presi- 
dent of Studebaker Corp., told 
members of the Syracuse Automo- 
bile Dealers Assn. at a meeting 
here. 

He expressed the opinion that 
controls over civilian production 
will be effective for two or three 
years after Germany is defeated 
and that until the war in Europe 
ends, manufacture of automobiles 
for civilians will not be resumed, 
although in the meantime a limited 
number of washing machines and 
certain other household appliances 
will be manufactured. 

Automobile makers, now engaged 
100 percent in war production, are 
carrying on very little experimental 
work, Hoffman said. 


Truck-Fee Bill 
Up in Kentucky 


FRANKFORT, Ky. — Currently 
before the Kentucky Legislature 
are bills to change the basis for 
determining truck license _ fees 
from rated capacity to gross 
weight and to impose a mileage 
tax of one cent a mile on motor 
vehicles operated for hire. 

The fee measure, which would 
not affect farm trucks, was pre- 
pared by the state revenue depart- 
ment. Revenue Commissioner J. E. 
Luckett estimated it would pro- 
vide an additional $350,000 to $400,- 
000 annually to offset. damage 
caused to highways by heavier 
loads now permitted as a war 
emergency move and which would 
be allowed permanently under 
other currently pending bills. 

Under the bill, vehicles would be 
licensed on a maximum load limit 
rather than the “ton” classifica- 
tion placed on trucks and buses by 
manufacturers. The bill carries a 
license formula for both private 
carriers and carriers operating “for 
hire.”

Renegotiation 


Reserves Held 
Not Binding 


WASHINGTON. — Reserves for 
renegotiation refunds, which war 
contractors may set up and show 
in their statements and annual 
reports, are not to be regarded by 
government renegotiation officials 
as binding on contractors, accord- 
ing to a ruling by the Joint Price 
Adjustment Board, representing the 
six federal renegotiation agencies. 

“The increasing practice of pro- 
viding such a reserve is to be 
encouraged as a matter of sound 
accounting,” Joseph M. Dodge, 
chairman of the Joint Price 
Adjustment Board, stated. 

“The amount established in indi- 
vidual cases will vary widely, de- 
pending upon the policy of the 
particular contractor. It may be 
more or less than is actually needed 
when the renegotiation of the fiscal 
year for which the reserve has 
been set up is concluded. It would 
be manifestly unjust for the con- 
tractor to be bound by the amount 
of any reserve he may have 
created or for the existence of 


the reserve or the amount of 
it to affect the renegotiation 
proceedings. 


“The renegotiatin officials are 
instructed that such reserves are 
not to be considered directly or in- 
directly in connection with the 
determination of any price adjust- 
ment to be refunded to the 
government under the terms of the 
renegotiation statute.” 


Few Released 
By Cutbacks, 
OWI Asserts 


WASHINGTON. — Effects upon 
war workers and communities of 
the cancellation or curtailment of 
war contracts were shown in case 
histories presented last week by 
the Office of War Information. In- 
formation was secured from other 
government agencies and through 
local surveys. 

So-called cutbacks that have al- 
ready occurred have released rela- 
tively few of the nation’s approxi- 
mately 10 million munitions work- 
ers, according to War Manpower 
Commission estimates. In most 
cases the contracts were canceled 
in areas where there was a demand 
for labor sufficient to absorb the 
workers displaced. 

Where it was found necessary 
or advisable to terminate a con- 
tract in a labor surplus area, the 
procurement agency involved had 
made an effort to provide another 
contract that would continue the 
plant in operation. 

Most of the workers laid off as 
a result of production shifts have 
been quickly shifted to other es- 
sential work.

Congress and Baruch Likely 
To Get Together on Plan 


WASHINGTON. — Top congres- 
sional commentators on the 
Baruch plan to ease the nation’s 
economy back to a peacetime basis 
saw hope last week that the major 
point of difference between Con- 
gress and the executive branch 
over the demobilization problems 
could be reconciled. 

The major, almost the sole, 
point of disagreement has to do 
with method. The Baruch report 
would have the whole job han- 
dled by the existing agencies, 
with several new divisions creat- 
ed within them. 

Under this procedure, full re- 
sponsibility would remain in the 
Executive department. The Senate 
postwar planning committee would 
create a separate new agency, an 
office of demobilization, which 
would be responsible directly to 
Congress. 

Even here the difference is not 
as sharp as it might be, for both 
reports envision considerable co- 
operation between the executive 
and legislative branches. 

Most of the Baruch recommenda- 
tions would require new legisla- 
tion, and Congress would thus have 
ample opportunity to formulate 
general policies for the transition 
period. And the Senate committee 


does not propose that its new 
agency be an _ administrative 
bureau. Indeed, its report states 


that “the actual carrying out of 
plans can best be handled by the 
agencies already established, under 
the over-all policies laid down by 
the office of demobilization.” 


In brief, the two positions are 
surprisingly close together. Both 
seek to accomplish the same re- 
sults in approximately the same 
manner. But the committee 
wishes to retain control in a con- 
gressional agency. It wants Con- 
gress to be able to act on its own 
account “in any case in which 
the existing (executive) agency 
fails to follow its direction... .” 


Although the Baruch _ report 
warned against a separate agency, 
Senator George, chairman of the 
Senate’s postwar committee, said 
that in actuality there was no 
conflict. 


George pointed out, however, that 
even though his committee con- 
templates leaving demobilization 
during the war in the hands of the 
agencies concerned in mobilization, 
he believed that since the problem 
will carry over into peacetime, 
Congress should set up the agency 
by legislation. 
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its meeting at 9:30 a.m. Frida 
March 10. 

In addition, plans have bee 
made for President D. G. Kelly té 
start a tour of the country, during 
which several meetings will be 
held. The first part of this tou 
will take place the week of March 
13, and the following cities will be 
visited; Boston, New York, Phila- 
delphia, Washington, Atlanta. 

During the last week of Marc 
a similar trip will be made through- 
out the Middlewest. Tentative 
plans are being made to tour thé 
Pacific territory in April. 

Several regional meetings o 
NADA directors, presidents and 
managers of state and local as- 
sociations, all located in the newly, 
established regions, will be held 
simultaneously in several of the 
regions visited.

Fake Gas Stamps 
On Rise in Md. 


BALTIMORE. — (UTPS) —OPA 
investigators along with Secret 
Service agents are fighting an in- 
creased use of counterfeit gasoline 
ration tickets in the Maryland area. 

The Secret Service has found 
counterfeit coupons by examining 
ration banking deposits turned in 
by gasoline retailers to distributors. 
Usually counterfeit tickets have 
fictitious indorsements which some 
dealers accept without checking 
the customers’ license plates, an 
OPA official said. 

In some cases, it was said, deal- 
ers have bought faked coupons in 
order to sell gasoline at premium 
prices without demanding regula- 
tion ration stamps.

To Get Mechanics 


BOSTON.—New England is solv- 
ing the serious problem of lack 
of skilled automotive mechanics 
- keep motor transportation roll- 
ng. 

What is being done here can be 
a pattern for the entire country, 
it was asserted last week by Otto 
S. Beyer, of ODT at Washington, 
who after getting details about a 
committee heading the project said, 
“Its work is being watched with 
great interest in Washington.” 

Under the plan, which is func- 
tioning smoothly now, skilled auto- 
motive men in war plants are being 
transferred to service shops, and 
mechanics in Class 1-A are being 
deferred. An outstanding factor is 
that for the first time anywhere 
all groups of the motor industry 
are cooperating to make the plan 
a success. Of 312 deferment re- 
quests sent to a state auto com- 
mittee up to Dec. 30, 75 percent 
were recommended.

Used Car Sales, 7 
Inventories Up 


In San Antonio 


SAN ANTONIO.—Used car sales 
in January, as reported by the 
dealer-members of the San Antonio 
Automobile Trade Assn., totaled 
214 units, a slight increase over 
the preceding month, when 171 
units were sold. 

The report shows that there 
were 509 units on hand at the start 
of the month with sales totaling 
214, for a unit turnover of 42 per- 
cent against 35 percent for De- 
cember. Turnover value was 67 
percent against 47 percent. There 
were 576 units on hand at the 
close of the month. 

Comparative figures show 171 
units sold in December for a unit 
turnover of 35 percent, a turnover 
value of 47 percent, and a total of 
509 units on hand at the end of 
the month. 

In January, 1943, there were 288 
units sold for a unit turnover of 
52 percent, a turnover value of 70 
percent, and an end-of-the-month 
stock of 505 units.

The plan got its start several 
months ago when Manager E. S. 
Harding, the Boston Automobile 
Club, began a survey to see if 
service shops were being handi- 
capped by lack of manpower. 

The survey covered 2,554 shops. 
They employed 8,715 skilled me- 
chanics in 1941 and in December, 
1943, they had only 4,689 skilled 
mechanics, a net loss of 47 percent. 
Only 45 percent of repairs required 
could be handled. With no new 
cars and trucks in 1942 and 1943, 
it was pointed out, the amount of 
repairs necessary on old equipment 
had increased tremendously, and a 
greater increase in the future was 
certain. 

To forestall the danger of a 
collapse of the entire automotive- 
transportation system, a meeting 
was called here of all governmental 
agencies concerned and represen- 
tatives of a car, truck, bus, parts 
and other affiliated auto groups. 

As a result of that meeting, it 
was agreed that Harding should 
work out details to meet the criti- 
cal situation. He drew up a plan 
and at the next meeting a com- 
mittee was formed and he was 
named secretary. There are no 
other officers. 

All the government officials 
pledged full cooperation. Then 
there was formed the New England 
Automotive Maintenance Manpower 
Committee and a Massachusetts 
committee made up of one man 
from each car, truck, bus and 
parts group. The state was divided 
into nine districts, each of which 
has a director. Now nearly every 

city and town has a director and 
a committee. 

Then the plan was extended 
into the other New England 
states, so today the entire area 
is functioning to get greater 
maintenance for motor transpor- 
tation. Connecticut had already 
started a plan. 

As the project works now, all 
cases of draft deferment and nego- 
tiated transfers from war plants or 
the armed forces involving automo- 
tive maintenance manpower are 
turned over to the local committee 
by employers. 

A report is made to the local 
AMMC chairman. Investigations as 
to the worthiness of the requests 
are discussed by the committee and 
it keeps the local Selective Service 
Board advised of the manpower 
situation. The local committee 
chairman sends to the area AMMC 
chairman a report of all the in- 
vestigations made, supported by his 
recommendation. 

One member of the motor in- 
dustry committee, whose place of 
business is in the area, is named 
chairman to supervise and aid 
the local AMMC chairman, and 
bring before the state AMMC 
committee for action all investi- 
gations for draft deferment. 
After satisfying himself of the 
worthiness of the requests, he 
turns them over to the agency 
involved. 

The state committee meets once 
a week if possible to act upon the 
recommendations for deferment 
from the local board. The state 
committee, if the report is favor- 
able, in each case will write a 
recommendation to the local draft 

board. A copy of the letter goes 
to state Selective Service headquar- 
ters. 

There are three sources from 
which the automotive division may 
seek mechanics. They are defer- 
ments, negotiated transfers and 
release of men from the armed 
services. ODT, WMC, and Selective 
Service regional directors have sent 
letters to all draft boards stat- 
ing their approval of the AMMC 
program. Such letters naturally 
will have some weight in deciding 
induction of men. 

The questionnaire completely 
covers all phases of the need for 
deferment and the answers give a 
clear background of the mechanic 
and why he is needed to fill a posi- 
tion. In working out the program, 
it was agreed that no one would 
be approved in the 18 to 21 year 
class.

Murray Favors ferred to the Senate Committee on 

Main Points of Military Affairs and in turn will go to 

Patman Bill a subcommittee headed by Senator 
Murray. The senator has indicated in 
conversation with representatives of the House Small Busi- 
ness committee that he is willing personally to accept 
leading features of the Patman bill. The senator, of 
course, is very familiar with the automobile dealer’s prob- 
lem and it is anticipated that, as in the past, he will be 
most cooperative in their interests. 

The George-Murray bill, as introduced, is reported to be 
not entirely satisfactory to supporters of the Patman bill. 
It is said to be deficient chiefly in that it does not provide 
for merchandiser representation on the controlling com- 
mittee, nor does it provide for advisory groups from trade 
unit. Rather, it is said, it would place almost dictatorial 
power in the hands of the director of sales of surplus goods. 
It only suggests, it is pointed out, that he confer with 
representatives of industry, labor, and such like to the 
point of familiarizing himself with the needs of domestic 
economy. Also only limited provisions also would be made 
for channeling goods through established dealers. The 
phrase “so far as practicable” appears several times in the 
bill. This phrase particularly is said to be a red flag to 
Republican members of the House Banking and Currency 
committee. They want specific directions given to whom- 
ever handles the sale of surplus property. Confidence is 
expressed, however, that all these differences will be 
ironed out. xk kk * 

NADA has been given much credit 
around Washington, and particularly 
on capitol hill, for its forward-looking 
efforts in connection with the surplus 
property disposal situation. No busi- 
ness organization in the United States, it is conceded by 
legislative watchmen, has been more consistently on the 
beam in connection with this problem during the last year. 

The principal feature for which NADA fought—to pre- 
vent surplus goods falling into the hands of speculators—is 
included in every report and every bill now before official 
Washington. The policy of centralized control, another 
prominent feature of the NADA program, also has been 
generally accepted. These two features, it is agreed, were 
the two most badly needed to bring order out of the chaos 
in the surplus property disposal situation. 

Administrator Clayton is seen as making a strong appeal 
to official Washington and business men by his direct 
method of handling situations. For the first few days 
following appointment, his office was crowded with persons 
desiring to see him. He met them all courteously and 
transacted his business with them quickly. Today, callers 
at his office find not only the waiting room clear but his 
desk clear. He is viewed as doing business in a business- 
like way, all of which stands out in sharp contrast, callers 
say, to the manner in which surplus goods business was 
being done even 10 days ago.
